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School Directors’ Report 


Five schools have been maintained and many favorable 
comments have been made regarding the teachers employed. 

The first of the year the board hesitated about several 
items of expenditure awaiting the effect of the new state aid 
plan. This is one of the towns benefited by it. The special 
session of the legislature gave us the full appropriation and 
we then did some of the things we had wanted to do. Brook- 
side interior looks very fine in new paint. We purchased 
some more desks for South Newfane, had a kindergarten 
table and a cupboard made for Newfane, and bought some 
kindergarten chairs and some smaller pieces of equipment. 
All these have been a material help to teachers and pupils and 
we have planned to get a few other articles soon. 

There has been considerable demand for a primary teacher 
at Newfane either for full or part time. If one is employed 
next year the board feel we will need as large a rate on the 
dollar as we have had this year. 

Schools now have to be maintained thirty-five weeks of the 
year. 

The question of the length of the spring vacation comes up 
for discussion each year. As the board have been unable to 
please regarding it we are leaving it to the schools to decide. 
Parents are requested to confer with the teachers that they 
may learn what plan will please the greatest number.

School Superintendent’s Report 


To the Citizens of Windham Central District: 


This district comprises ten townships. There are enrolled 
649 elementary pupils. There are thirty-seven teachers. The 
organization of the district is as follows: chairman, G. M. 
Allbee of Brookline; clerk, Mrs. Mary J. Whitaker of New- 
fane. For the last full school year which ended June 30 the 
total number of school visits made by the superintendent was 
783, and the mileage covered was 9459 miles. For the first 
five months of the present school year there have been made 
456 school visits. 

At the last session of the legislature laws were enacted 
which distribute state aid on a new basis, namely that of the 
equated pupil. The following table shows the amounts re- 
ceived in this district under the old plan and the new plan.

Eight out of the ten towns benefit under the new plan. 
The above table shows the gross increase in state aid. The 
net benefit will not be quite as much due to the additional 
week of schooling required. It will be impossible to make 
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exact and complete comparisons until the end of the school 
year on June 30. Probably 80 per cent of the towns in the 
state benefit by this new method. Under this plan the state 
returns fifteen dollars per equated pupil. 

The return of fifteen dollars per equated pupil is a step in 
the right direction. But this amount should be stepped up to 
twenty or twenty-five dollars. In other words the education 
of boys and girls is just as much of a state function as the 
building of roads and the estate as a whole should bear a 
larger per cent of the cost ;—enough so that there might be 
some relief from the heavy local property tax. 

The superintendent would like to call attention to the fol- 
lowing: 

Buildings and grounds: On the whole the school property 
in the district is in good shape. The present policy of the 
boards to do a reasonable amount of repair work each year 
tends to keep the buildings in good shape and in the long run 
saves money. With the ever increasing automobile traffic, 
some of the schools are in desperate need of a playground. 
Another pressing need is running water. 

Books and Equipment: Most of our schools still lack an 
adequate supply of books. During the school year ending 
last June there was spent for books in the entire district 
$170.06. There were enrolled 643 elementary pupils. This 
means that only twenty-six cents per pupil was spent for 
books. This is a pitifully small amount and entirely inade- 
quate. Some authorities state that at least one dollar per 
pupil should be spent each year to keep the books in shape 
and up to date. Other estimates are all the way from one 
dollar to five dollars per pupil. There has been some im- 
provement along this line during the past few months, but 
probably the most pressing need in the district at the present 
time is for more books, reference books as well as regular 
text books. Then in almost every school there is need for 
additional maps. 
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Health and Safety: Seldom has there been so general and 
_ effective interest in the health of the school children. Under 
the sponsorship of the Thompson Trust Fund an unusual 
amount of dental repair work has been done. Much credit is 
due to the painstaking work of the two dental hygienists, 
Miss Harriett Davis and Miss Helen Austin. The Windham 
County Health Council under the direction of Miss Lillie 
Young of Brattleboro has been a most important factor in the 
health work. Monthly bulletins on hygiene and physical edu- 
cation are distributed to the schools by Miss Alice Coutts, the 
new state supervisor of health and physical education. High- 
way safety lessons are being distributed to the schools each 
month through the courtesy of the American Automobile 
Association. 

Study of Local Government: Again this year special em- 
phasis has been placed on the study of local government. 
There are seventy-one eighth grade pupils in the district. In 
a recent test fifty-seven or 80 per cent of these were able to 
figure out a man’s grand list and tax when given the value of 
his real and personal estate together with the tax rate. 

Pupils in High School: Last spring sixty-one eighth grade 
pupils were given certificates entitling them to attend high 
school. Of this number thirty-three entered some high 
school or academy and the very great majority are making 
good. This speaks well for the work of our teachers in the 
rural schools. However, it is to be regretted that a larger 
number do not go on to high school. 

Additional Courses: Your superintendent believes firmly 
that more attention should be given in our elementary schools 
to manual training for the boys, domestic science for the 
girls and to the study of drawing and music. How to do all 
this with our limited funds is another question. 

Too frequently the maintenance of schools is looked upon 
as just one more burden. We ought to remember that the 
only hope that any state or country has, is in the proper edu- 
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cation of its boys and girls. No better method of doing this 
has ever been found than through our system of free public 
schools.

STATEMENT IN REGARD TO FLOOD REPAIRS 


Last spring your selectmen were confronted by a very 
serious problem. LEHarly last March the town of Newfane 
had the most disastrous flood in its history. Three bridges 
were carried away and six others partially wrecked. The 


2a 


resurfacing was washed away on many miles of highway. 
Many miles were impassable for traffic. Deep washouts in 
the highways occurred in many places. Dykes and embank- 
ments were destroyed to the extent of thousands of dollars. 
It was conservatively estimated that it would cost $30,000 
to put the roads and bridges back in as good repair as they 
were before the flood. To balance the budget and pay as 
you go would require a direct tax, including the regular tax, 
of $10 on the grand list. This was impossible. 

It was evidently through the initiative of your selectmen 
and private parties that this town was given special con- 
sideration by the W. P. A. and the State Highway Depart- 
ment. 

The State Highway Department gave to the town of New- 
fane the Searsburg bridge, a steel bridge of 104 feet span 
which is in good condition and which we greatly need in 
place of the old wooden South Newfane Parish bridge. The 
W. P. A. made an exception to the town of Newfane and one 
other town in the state in paying for material—paying $500 
for culverts, paying for the steel for the three new bridges 
at Brookside and for 500 bags of cement. The W. P. A. ex. 
pended $11,000 on Newfane flood repairs which was matched 
by the town with $5,000 which was nearly made up of our 
regular state aid road money and town road money and 
$800 resurfacing money paid for by the state. Under gu- 
pervision of the W. P. A., the State Highway Department, 
and the selectmen we have used 6,000 cubie yards of gravel 
in resurfacing the highways. We have built three new steel 
girder bridges at Brookside. Two of 72 feet-span and one 
62 feet-span. These bridges will probably withstand any 
future flood. Repairs have been made on several other 
bridges and many miles of highway have been put back in 
as good or better condition than they were before the flood.

Last June Mr. Powers accompanied the board members 
on a tour to all the school buildings in town and a list was 
made of advisable improvements in each school. Aside 
from painting the interior at Brookside last year, little 
had been done there for some time, so we had quite a long 
list there. The foundation has been repaired, also the 
roof, chimney and toilets. Also some painting was done. 

At Williamsville the weather vane has been made safe 
and the interior redecorated. 

There were minor repairs at Union, South Newfane and 
Newfane village. A fence was put around three sides of 
the village school ground. 

Some weeks after the opening of school it was deemed 
necessary to have a second teacher at Newfane village. 

The music work has been extended in the town. This 
is made possible through the co-operation of the com- 
munities with the school board and Mr. Powers furnishing 
transportation for Miss Jackson. 

In the fall term we had twenty-three pupils in high 
school in seven schools. We are now having to furnish 
transportation for more than for some time. 

We have used our balance from last year and in all

School Superintendent’s Report 


To the Citizens of Windham Central District: 


There is bound to be a sameness in these reports pub- 
lished year after year, for the work to be done from one 
year to another does not vary much. This district com- 
prises ten townships. The children from Stratton go either 
to the Jamaica or Wardsboro schools. If Stratton is in- 
cluded it makes eleven towns. There are enrolled 638 ele- 
mentary pupils. There are thirty-nine teachers. The or- 
ganization of the district remains the same as last year; 
chairman, G. M. Allbee of Brookline and clerk, Mrs. Mary 
J. Whitaker of Newfane. For the last full school year 
ending June 30th, the total number of school visits made 
by the superintendent was 810, and the mileage covered 
in making these visits was 9,459 miles. For the first five 
months of the present school year there have been made 
540 school visits. 

The district has been fortunate in the appointment of 
Mrs. Dorothy Whitaker of Newfane as school and com- 
munity nurse. For the present year, at least, this work is 
financed by state and federal funds. Mrs. Whitaker is 
one of six nurses assigned to different sections of the state. 
It is really an experiment in rural health work. She not 
only works with and through the schools, but is glad to 
consult with local overseers and other town officials and 
to lend assistance whenever possible. She is also glad to 
meet with groups of parents to explain her work and to 


make suggestions in regard to the health of the children. 
Medical inspections have already been made in several of 
the towns. Such Inspections are underway in Newfane 
and will be completed as fast as the doctor can get time 
for this work. Mrs. Whitaker assists the physician and if 
defects are found makes an effort to get in touch with the 
home and eneourage remedial treatment and assist in any 
way possible. 

We are fortunate indeed to have the continued help 
of the Thompson Trust Fund. Miss Harriett Davis, den- 
tal hygienist employed by this organization, has been un- 
usually busy this year caring for the dental needs of the 
children. Interest in and appreciation of this work is 
steadily increasing. Before the year is over it is hoped 
that Miss Davis can get to every school in the district. 

Newfane is fortunate in its teaching personnel. The 
regular work of the schools is being well maintained. What- 
ever newer subjects are added from time to time, the real 
purpose of the schools must always be to teach boys and 
girls to read and write and figure. Given this ability, they 
will be able to gather information from books, magazines, 
hewspapers and many other sources. 

However, your superintendent does believe that more 
attention should be given in our elementary schools to 
manual training for the boys and domestic science for the 
girls. More time should be given to music and drawing. 
A musi¢ supervisor to travel from town to town would be 
a most desirable addition to our schools. How to do all 
this constitutes a real problem, but it is one which should 
challenge our best efforts. 

Newfane has made a good start in the right direction. 
Music instruction is being given by Miss Alice Helen Jack- 
son in five of your schools. The expense is being borne 
jointly by the town and community. The work is prov- 
ing both enjoyable and worthwhile. At the Brookside 
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School, Mr. Buchanan and the teacher have just organ- 
ized a 4-H Club which is giving excellent help along the 
lines of manual training. The various communities in the 
town are to be commended for the support which they are 
giving to all these worthwhile activities.

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Because of the low rate of income realized from the in- 
vestment of the permanent fund, your trustees felt that 
some shifts of the funds were advisable. During the year 
$2,000 par value of U. S. Treasury 314% bonds were sold 
at a net profit of $153.91 and $3,000 was invested in notes 
of the Town of Newfane yielding 5%. The net profit 
realized from the sale of the bonds was added to the perma- 
nent fund, by vote of the Trustees, increasing this fund 
to $6,920.41. 

The additional income realized by reason of this shift 
of investments enabled the Library to nearly break even for 
the fiseal year, and inasmuch as 1937 income should show 
further increase, our finances now seem to be on a satis- 
factory basis.

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School Superintendent’s Report 


To the Citizens of Newfane: 

Your schools and school buildings are in good condition. 
Minor repairs are always necessary from year to year, but 
there is no large repair job pending. Your board’s policy of 
doing some up-keep work each year tends to keep the prop- 
erty in good shape. An interesting development this year has 
been the opening of the second room at the Williamsville 
School. It has been many years since there were two schools 
there. The local community made generous contributions of 
time, money and labor in getting the upstairs room ready for 
occupancy. 

In Newfane you are fortunate in being the center of thé 
health unit established by the Maternal and Child Health Di- 
vision of the State Board of Health. Mrs. Dorothy Whita- 
ker’s work in the schools and community is most valuable. A 
very thorough and complete medical examination of the school 
children has been made by Dr. Noyes and Mrs. Whitaker. 
However, perhaps the most valuable work which Mrs. Whita- 
ker does is in the homes consulting with the mothers and help- 
ing with the health problems of the family. Another impor- 
tant phase of her work is consulting with and assisting local 
town officials such as selectmen and overseers in the puzzling 
problems they have in connection with public health matters. 
The expense of this work is very largely met by state and 
federal funds, but Dr. Clark of the state board hopes that 
other towns will follow the example set by Newfane and vote 
sums of money each year to assist in carrying on this work. 
This would make it possible for the state board of health to 
get more federal aid and to extend this type of work into 
other communities. The Thompson Trust Fund of Brattle- 
boro is still ready to assist in our health work and furnishes 
the services of Miss Harriett Davis, our dental hygienist. 
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While of course it will not be immediately possible to in- 
stitute special courses in manual training, domestic science, 
handicrafts, music and similar subjects,—these are the things 
in which many of our boys and girls need training and they 
are the things which the majority of our boys and girls will 
use most during their life. Your support of music in the 
schools is a step in the right direction. 

Every effort is being made to maintain the regular work of 
the schools at a high standard. During the fall and winter 
standard achievement tests covering the fundamentals of 
arithmetic were. given. Other tests are given from time to 
time. In civics last fall especial emphasis was placed on the 
study of the United States Constitution. This was in accord- 
ance with the nation wide plan for observing the one hundred 
and fiftieth anniversary of the signing of the constitution. 

Flere in Vermont at the present time there is a real short- 
age of qualified teachers for our elementary schools. This 
shortage is of course most keenly felt here in the rural schools 
where the salaries are the lowest. So serious is the situation 
that the commissioner of education has sent out a special bul- 
letin asking us to urge our young people in high school to 
consider seriously the possibility of entering one of our nor- 
mal schools or teachers’ colleges in preparation for the profes- 
sion of teaching. In this bulletin Commissioner Bailey points 
out that the average salary for rural teachers throughout the 
state is $657.84, while that of grade teachers in villages is 
$972.48. It would be most desirable if the rural teacher’s 
salary could be brought up nearer to that of the village 
teacher’s for surely the work in a one room school is fully as 
difficult. 

Including Stratton, the Windham Central District consists 
of eleven towns. There are enrolled six hundred elementary 
pupils. This is slightly less than last year. There are thirty- 
nine teachers. The organization of the district remains the 
same as last year; chairman, Mr. G. M. Allbee of Brookline 
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and clerk, Mrs. Mary J. Whitaker of Newfane. For the last 
full school year ending June 30th, the total number of school 
visits made by the superintendent was 837, and the mileage 
covered in making these visits was 9,975 miles. For the first 
five months of the present school year there have been made 
428 school visits. In addition to this there are many meetings 
and conventions which the superintendent must attend, and 
many personal calls to make. 

The schools are yours and this work which the superintend- 
ent tries to do would be impossible without the generous co- 
operation given by the teachers, local boards and citizens in 
general.

The meetings of the general committee for Public Health 
Nursing Service have been held once in two months alternat- 
ing between Newfane and Williamsville to which all inter- 
ested persons are welcome. 

The Maternal and Child Health Division of the State Board 
of Health placed Mrs. Dorothy Whitaker as nurse to work in 
this district which comprises the nine towns of Mr. Powers’ 
school district.

The nurse attended 4 deliveries and made 47 bedside calls. 

The State Board of Health feels that wherever possible 
the people who receive the help of the nurse would like to 
make a contribution to the support of the Unit. 

This money goes to the treasurer of the general committee, 
Mrs. Bernard Stone of Williamsville. Some of the money 
this year was used for fuel for the health center room which 
is located at the parsonage in Newfane. 

This is Mrs. Whitaker’s office and was formally opened in 
July.

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School Superintendent’s Report 


To the Citizens of Windham Central District: 


In the eleven towns comprising this district there are en- 
rolled six hundred and five elementary pupils. This is ap- 
proximately the same as last year. There are thirty-nine 
teachers. The organization of the district remains the 
same: chairman, G. M. Allbee of Brookline and clerk, Mrs. 
Mary J. Whitaker of Newfane. For the first time in recent 
years a school is being maintained in the town of Stratton. 
For the last full school year ending June 30th, the total 
number of school visits made by the superintendent was 855 
and the mileage covered in making these visits was 10,000 
miles. During the first five months of the present school 
year there have been made 448 school visits. In addition , 
to this there are many meetings and conventions which the 
superintendent must attend, and many personal calls to 
make. 

Every effort is being made to maintain the regular work 
of the schools at a high standard. During the present 
winter weekly tests are being sent to the schools to check up 
the work of the eighth grade pupils and help them prepare 
for the spring examinations. These tests cover Arithmetic, 
English, Geography and History. During the fall in the 
Civies work especial attention was given to the matter of 
local and state elections. Study of the motor vehicle regu- 
lations and highway safety was also stressed. 

The eleven towns in this district constitute the so-called 
Newfane Health Unit established by the state board of 
health. This work is supported by local, state and federal 
funds; federal money matching local and state money. 
Careful attention should be given to the report of our nurse, 
Mrs. Dorothy Whitaker. An assistant nurse, Miss Rebecca 
Benedict, has recently been assigned to this unit. These 
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nurses not only work with and through the schools, but are 
glad to consult with local town officials and to lend assist- 
ance whenever possible. They are especially glad to meet 
with groups of parents to explain the work and to make sug- 
gestions in regard to the health needs of the children. This 
work has been most beneficial and it is hoped that the towns 
will not only continue, but increase their support. 

We are especially fortunate in the continued interest and 
help of the Thompson Trust Fund. This organization fur- 
nishes the services of two dental hygienists, Miss Harriett 
Davis and Miss Genevieve Ely. It has been an unusually 
busy year in corrective dental work. Numerous clinics have 
been held throughout the district. Much of this work has 
been made possible through money available from the 
Thompson Trust Fund used to match local money. 

While we are reasonably successful in fitting pupils for 
high school, your superintendent feels that there is a great 
need for more work in manual training, home economics, 
musi¢, drawing, nature study, science and similar subjects. 
It is along these lines that our country schools are weak. I 
believe that right in our one room schools we should be 
teaching the girls to sew and mend and the boys to use their 
hands for ordinary repair and construction work. Just 
how to do all this is not an easy question to answer. 

In Vermont there is still a shortage of qualified teachers 
for our elementary schools, especially rural schools. The 
work of the rural teacher is much more exacting and diffi- 
cult than that of the teacher in a graded school, but still the 
better salary is paid by the village and city schools. It is 
difficult to see how this situation can be remedied until the 
state as a whole assumes a larger share of the school ex- 
penses. We are rapidly coming to look on education as a 
state, rather than a local function and as such the state 
should assume a larger share of the expense. 

Several changes have been made in the Newfane schools 
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since last year. On account of a smaller number of children 
only one room is being maintained at the village. The 
Brookside School has been closed and the children are 
brought to South Newfane. These changes will result in 
considerable saving to the town and at the same time the 
children are being well cared for. Community interest and 
cooperation in your schools is excellent. Due to the policy 
of your board to do some repair work each year your school 
property is in good shape. Only ordinary upkeep such as 
painting and minor repairs will be needed for some time. 

The success of your schools rests very largely with the in- 
dividual teachers and local school boards, and your superin- 
tendent gratefully acknowledges their assistance and co- 
operation.

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Report of the Newfane Public Health Unit, 1938 


VILLAGES OF SouTH NEWFANE, WILLIAMSVILLE, NEWFANE 


Our first meeting of the year was held in January in 
Williamsville with the usual reports of officers and Public 
Health Nurse, Mrs. Whitaker. At this time Miss Stearns, 
State Public Health Advisor, was present with slides and 
health talk. 

Plans were already being laid for the Health Institute 
held in Newfane in May, and members of the Newfane Unit 
were named as a central committee to have charge of all 
local arrangements. This necessitated several committee 
meetings of the representatives of the whole unit and 
claimed the time and attention of the Newfane members 
who finally secured the Court House as a place for the 
Institute to hold its meetings, and the local Ladies’ Aid to 
serve the dinner with some of the members of the whole 
unit to serve a supper. There were about 200 registered 
throughout that day and evening—150 for dinner. $10.50 
was realized from a 25-cent-supper. This money was to be 
used to buy articles needed for the Loan and Supply 
Closet. $2.60 of this has been used for a rubber sheet, and 
$1.70 to purchase another bed-pan, leaving a balance of 
$6.20. 

We were pleased to place on the shelves four sheets from 
the ladies in Brookline, also a package of rubber goods re- 
ceived through a salesman who became interested in our 
closet while stopping at the County House. This Loan and 
Supply Closet is filling a real need in the unit. Thirty- 
seven families living throughout all the towns of the unit, 
except Winhall, have received a loan of one or more 
articles. There are now on the shelves that could be 
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loaned—ice caps, ice coils, ear syringes, rubber rings, 
sheets, pillow cases, rubber sheeting, towels, wash cloths, 
nightdresses (both cotton and outing), bed-pans, and hot 
water bottles. There is always a need of old sheets and 
linen. 

Considerable sewing has been done. One lady gave more 
than a day’s work making layettes; another was responsible 
for three sets of pajamas for a girl whom Mrs. Whitaker 

was helping to get to Pittsford. 

Following the hurricane and flood, the chairman called 
a special meeting and invited the local Red Cross members 
to be present. Working together much good was accom- 
plished in the planning and giving aid to those who suf- 
fered most in our disaster. Sheets, pillow cases, boys’ 
blouses, girls’ dresses and sleeping garments were made. 
Second-hand clothing, pillows, blankets, quilts, dishes were 
given out. Here again the Brookline ladies helped by doing 
some sewing. We have tried in every way to assist the 
Brattleboro Chapter of the Red Cross, and the Flood 
Disaster and Relief Committee whenever called upon. 

Throughout the year there have been many donations of 
clothing and Mr. Chandler has kindly allowed us to use a 
second room at the parsonage for sorting these packages, 
which we appreciate. Also we need to express our thanks 
for the use of the parsonage at the time of the pre-school 
elinie this fall when members of the unit assisted Mrs. 
Whitaker. 

Our general fund shows a balance of $17.70 after having 
paid $3.00 for wood to be used in the Health Center room. 
This money is the fees paid for the nurses’ services and 
turned over to the treasurer. 

Now that there is a second nurse in this district it will 
be possible to do considerable bedside work at the request 
of a doctor. Miss Rebecca Benedict, Public Health Nurse 
from Rutland, has come to assist Mrs. Whitaker. Although 
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she is located in Newfane at present, she will move to an- 
other section of the unit in the spring. 

The annual meeting was held in November with Miss 
Stearns present to assist in planning for another year. 
Mrs. Greeta Harding was elected as the new Secretary- 
Treasurer, taking the place of Mrs. Bernard Stone, who 
resigned.

GENERAL Pouictes oF Pusuic HEALTH Nursing Units 


1. Public Health Nurses employed by the Maternal and 
Child Health Division of the Department of Public Health 
must have their program approved by the local organized 
medical group. 

2. The nurse shall emphasize the importance of medical 
care but shall not recommend the selection of any in- 
dividual physician. She shall not give nursing care after 
_the first visit except under the direction of a licensed 
physician. In special cases of economic need the nurse 
shall use the facilities provided by public and private 
agencies in cooperation with the family physician. 

3. The nurse does not diagnose or prescribe treatment. 
It is her function to carry out the doctor’s instructions. It 
is recommended that the local medical group approve 
minimum routine standing orders. Records of nursing 
care Shall be kept on file by the nurse. 

4. The establishment of clinics or other health activities 
which involve medical service shall be undertaken only 
upon the approval of the local medical society. 

0. Every public health nurse shall understand and sup- 
port regulations of the Local and State Health Depart- 
ments and keep in direct contact with their personnel. 


Hours 


The regular working day hours are 8: 30-12; 1-5; one half 
day each week and Sunday and holidays off with the under- 
standing that all necessary calls will be made. The nurse 
should have it publicly known that she will receive calls 
from 8 to 8:30 A. M., and from 1 to 1:30 P.M. At other 
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hours, calls should be left with whoever is responsible for 
answering the telephone. The nurse should leave her 
schedule with this person, insofar as possible, in order that 
she may receive emergency calls with the least possible 
delay. The above mentioned hours are not arbitrary, and 
allowance must be made for extra hours when need arises. 
Some days it may be necessary to work many hours over- 
time, but extra time off may be taken as soon as arrange- 
ments to do so can be made. 

Emergency night calls should come through the doctor 
and he no doubt will many times take the nurse with him, 
as it is not our wish that the nurse should start off alone 
in the night. The mother and child must come first in our 
work. All forms of bedside nursing except communicable 
may be done, but insofar as possible should be on the 
demonstration and supervised basis. This means that when 
the nurse is called to a ease, she should endeavor to teach 
by actual demonstration, as many times as may be neces- 
sary, some member of the family to give the required care. 
The nurse may continue to visit the patient as long as neces- 
sary and supervise the home care as needed. This is an 
educational program and it is our aim to help people to 
help themselves. 


FEES 


In order that this service may become a part of the com- 
munity life, and that it may be kept on a basis commanding 
respect of all, it has seemed wise to recommend that fees 
be paid for the nurse’s services. The schedule of fees 
should be arranged by the finance and medical committees, 
and it is preferred that the finance committee should take 
care of collections, but if the patient prefers to pay the 
nurse, she should give a receipt and turn the money over 
to the treasurer. Town eases, old age security cases, free 
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of charge. For the time being fees collected may be used 
for local needs, such as helping in the upkeep of Health 
Centers, supplies for nurses, corrective work, ete. 


HEALTH CONFERENCES 


Infant and Preschool. Each nurse should arrange for 
regular Well-baby and Preschool Health Conferences. 
Arrangements should be made with local doctors to make 
all examinations, but the nurse may conduct these confer- 
ences when no examinations are planned. 

It is possible for us to pay doctors at the rate of $3.50 
per hour and 5 cents per mile for car for the following 
conferences: Infant and Preschool. 


ACTIVITIES 


The whole purpose of the Maternal and Child Health 
Program, as previously summarized, is that of educational 
cooperation with local physicians and lay groups in the 
hope that better prenatal and infant care may be accom- 
plished; thereby lowering both the maternal and infant 
mortality rates. 

The work in the generalized areas is along the follow- 
ing lines: 

1. Bedside nursing on a demonstrative and supervised 
basis. 

2. Prenatal instruction under local physicians. 

3. Well-baby and Preschool Conferences with local 
physicians, to include the examination for physical defects, 
diphtheria immunization, and other preventive measures. 

4. Follow-up work in the schools and homes after 
examination by local or school physician. 

5. Educational groups for mothers and also lay organi- 
zations in maternal and child health problems.

A program in dental education and a survey of the 
dental conditions existing in the first grade and preschool 
child, with stress on the importance of oral hygiene to the 
general health in these children, the saving of baby teeth, 
is being carried out with the cooperation of the dental 
societies and local dentists. 

Through the cooperation of the State Educational De- 
partment with our program we are able to offer the follow- 
ing: 

(a) Follow-up work in the homes of children needing 
corrective work by the nurse, to educate parents on Pre- 
ventive Health Measures. 

(b) Assisting and advising the teacher in a Health 
Edueational Program. 

(c) Talks and conferences with teachers and lay organi- 
zations on School Health Work.
